JAPAN. 

Beyond the items of news contained in the letter of our 
Shanghai correspondent there is nothing of importance to com- 
municate. Dates from Yokuhama and Nagasaki are to the 15th 
Nov. At the former port a disputed case of salvage from the 
wreck of the Guinea, laden with silk and tea, of which a large 
portion was saved, occupied the consular authorities, but was not 
settled at the above date. 








CHINA. 
PEKING. 

The foreign population in the capital is on the increase, one 
Legation (the U.S.) and its members having taken up their re- 
sidenco since last year. Taking the members of the Legations, 
with their military escort, foreign body-servants and attendants, 
there are in all upwards of eighty foreigners in the capital. 

An expedition has just returned from Yehol, promoted by 
Mr. Bruce chiefly, to visit the coal mines in that neighbourhood. 
The members of the expedition were throughout treated with 
courtesy and kindness. The results of the journey will most 
probably be published ‘beforo long. 

Public attention in the capital had been chiefly occupied with 
the ceremonies attonding the removal of the late Emperor's 
coffia from the Imperial city towards its final resting-place, 
about eighty miles distant. The following narrative of the 
event is from the Shanghai Recorder of Nov. 27th :— 

“The procession left the palace about five o'clock in the moming. 
The Emperor having accompanied the coffin to the back of Prospect Ha 
on foot, proceeded in his chair to Ching- An, leaving the city by the Ch'= 
Hua gate (southern gate on the east wall of the Tartar city), while he 
coffin went out by the Tung-Chi gate (northern gate on the east wall), 
At Ching- An the procession was joined by the coffin of the Empre:s, and 
after some ceremonies had been performed proceeded on its nay to 





Tung-Ling, but the Emperor returned to the Palace accompanied by 
Prince Kung snd a few Ministers of State. 

« It was impossible to obtain a view of the procession until it passed 
Ching-An, as those parts of the city and suburbs through which it was 
intended to pass were prohibited tu forciguers. Beyond Ching-An it 
mored in the following order :— 

DETACHMENT OF TARTAR CAVALRY. 
Men on foot bearing ornamental banners, 
‘Camels carrying the sacrificial vessels. 
The tablets of the six buried Emperors of the prevent Dyoasty, borne by 
men on foot.

“The bier wae similar in form to that ordinarily used among the 
Chinese, but of dimensions, built in the following manner :—Two 
large beams were d parallel to each other, about eight feet apart, and 
connected by two smaller cross beams. Upon the rectangle so formed 
was placed a framework ou which the coffin rested. Over the coffin and 
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framework was erected a canopy about eight feet high, with + 
covering of embroidered silk, the figures pon hich were principal iyred 
and blue dragons on a light straw coloureg growl. ‘The whole was sur- 
mounted by a large gilt ball of simple com@ruction. To the projecting 
portions of the large beams was attached a system of small poles, by means 
‘Of which this weight, necessarily great, was earried by oe 

men et atime. The beams and poles were femly secured to each ether 
by cords, which, as well as the entire woodwork of the bier, arere of a 
bright red colour. The bier of the Empress differed in no + from 
that which conveyed the 4 fal remains. The besrers bad evidently 
deen well chosen and well trained to-their work ; indeed sre ay Soe some 
time previously they had practised careging the massive framework and 
relieving each other quickly end withost coufusion, under tha syperin- 
tendence of specially appointed officera. The result of this care appeared 
in the absence of any perceptible unsteadiness of motion in the bier as 
the procession moved along. 

« Relays of beurers were stationed at intervals along the road; they were 
uniformly dressed in long red garments, the tawdriness and faded condition 
of which were not in keeping with the neat and fresh appearance of the 
bier, and served more than anything else to dissipate the idea that 
a foreigner would entertain, of the magnificence that would be likely to 
attend the funeral of an Emperor of China. ‘The procession moved along 
at the rate of about two and a half miles per hour, which speed was ren- 
dered oi more attainable by the fact of the road having been specially

Pr The high officers who accompanied the funeral returned to Peking on 
the 7th Nov., not having, however, actually deposited the ‘Cedar Palace ' 
in its final resting place, but having merely placed it in a temple in the 
neighbourhood of Tung-Ling, there to remain until the Mausoleum be 
competed the completion of which has been retarded by the want of 
funds. 





“ As usual in such cases His Majesty has promoted all the officers who 
have been engaged in the ceremonies of the funeral, presents have been 
conferred on the men who prepared the road for the passage of the Impe- 
rial coffin, and upon the troops who accompanied it; two thousand tels 
have been distribuied amongst the bearers. 

“ On Ist November the remains of three concubines of the late Emperor 
were also conveyed to Tung-Ting for burial. These, as well as the 
Empress, had died some time before the Emperor, but in accordance with 
the custom observed in the Imperial family, {they could not receive sepul- 
ture until the Emperor himself had been conveyed to the tombs of his 
ancestors,” 





SHANGHAI, 

Our correspondent writes :—“The past fortnight has not 
been quite devoid of excitement. The river regulations have 
brought on a little discussion, but do not appear to have made 
such an impression on the mercantile community as might have 
been expected. Tho rebels bave left the neighbourhood o 
Hankow, and a large body of braves has been sent in pursuit. 
The weather up the Yang-tse has become wintry rather sud- 
denly, there having been a heavy fall of snow on the evening 
of Nov, 24th. The fate of the black soldiers seized at or near 
Kah-ding has been cleared up. A man who came out as fireman 
to an American steamer was taken prisoner about two months 
ago, and carried to Sou-chow. He escaped, however, and 
came down here. He reports that about the 3rd of 
November he and four soldiers of the Bengal Native Infantry 
Were marched to Nanking, where he saw, and was forced to 
work, the brass howitzer belonging to the Jmpérieuse, captured 
at Kah ding at the time when the native soldiers were taken. 
The other three soldiers who were captured, being severely 
wounded, and rendered incapable of work, were put to death at 
Kah-ding. 

“ By the latest news from Japan, we hear that a party, in- 
cluding R. Eusden, Esq., of H.B.M. Legation, and Captain Mont- 
gomerie, of H.M.S. Centaur, fell in with an immense procession, 
consisting of the retainers of Arima Nagasaka-no-kami, who was 
on his way from Yedo to his own dominions ; but no attempt 
at annoyance was made. The Prince of Kanja, and another 
daimio of great power, rejoicing in the name or title of Matz- 
daira Mootoz-no-kami, have also left Yedo. In fact, the 
temporal capital is fast becoming deserted, and everything seems 
to point towards the removal of the Tycoon’s court from Yedo. 
a report of the Prince Regent’s death turns out to have been 

false. 

“The much disliked, much talked about Taoutai has resigned. 
His successor is the former Yuen of Shanghai, Huang-ta-lao-ye. 
Wu ta-jen, the ex-Tnoutai, is supposed to have received orders 
to go up to Nauking and expel tho rebels. Of course he will 
do it. The new Taoutai is not in the least like a Chinaman ; 
he displays a glossy black beard, moustache, and whiskers, and 
if dressed in European clothes would really excite attention as 
a fine, handscme fellow. It is said that the rebels are 
evacuating Nauking, but it is hard to imagine that they would 
be fools enough to throw away the only position which 
gives them any prestige in the eyes of their fellow countrymen. 
If, however, the rumour be true, it would account for the 
ee flourish of trumpets about exterminating the ‘hairy 





* Amapoount bas just come in, but has not as yet been pub- 
lished, of an attack made by pirates in the neighbourhood of 
Sung-kiang. An unfertunate American storekeeper, named 
Boynton, went up with a cargo boat, and anchored close to 
Sungdiang, and within hail of the Bopeap, a Chinese man-of- 
war steamer. In the middle of the night, however, Boynton 
was awakened by a spear thrust between his ribs, and was im- 
mediately made cognisant of the fact that eight or ten China- 
men had taken possession of his boat. He and a man named 
Curtis, although both wounded, at last succeeded in driving off 
the intruders, but not before Boynton was wounded so despe- 
rately as to make his chances of life extremely problematical. 
Sung-kiang and its neighbourhood has, nevertheless, greatly im- 
proved since it has been placed under martial law, but much 
remains to be done.” 

We subjoin an extract with reference to the present state of 
the city, taken from the Shanghai Recorder :— 

“The reports from Sung-kiang are most satisfactory. The rebels 

to have left the country round in a state of co! ive immonity, 
and all the industrious pursuits of the natives are juously carried on, 
Preparations for defence have also heen made, and!Sung-kiang, as it at 
nt stands, is perbaps the strongest native stronghold of Imperalism 
in China. A military road from the city to the river is now in 
course of completion, four miles of it being already finished. 
At the river end of this road there will be a pier, alongside 
which steamers can load and unload, and from which troops can be 
marched on board directly, without the delay and confusion, involved in 
conveying men in boats, from the shore toa ship. The comforts of the 
men will also be enhanced, as many things must be overlooked, or pur- 
ely left behind when a hurried [ene in small and inconvenient boats 
is necessary, Moreover, this road, running paralicl to the creek which 
formerly was the only entrance to Sung-kiang from the river, commands 
it, and renders it impossible for the rebels to Block up the water commu- 
nication to and from the city. Our readers will remember that 
Sung-kiang was attacked before this creek or canal was seized, and the 
garrison was consequently in danger of starvation. As to the road itself, 
rill be commanded by two thirty-two pounders at the cityend, and by 
steamer at the river end. Fortifications have also been thrown up, the 
walls are being strengthened, and the city placed in every way in a state 
fit for defence against any force which the insurgents can bring against it. 
cere pounds are being rapidly formed, ia extensive as to allow of 
igade and battalion drill. In every way, then, are preparations beit 
made both for offensive and defensive warfare, and ina manner which 
not likely to destroy the spirit or extinguish the nationality of the 
Chinese.” 

The river regulations to which our correspondent refers in his 
letter have been officially published. They were to come into 
operation on the IstJan., and thus to supersede the provisional 
regulations of the 5th December, 1861. The regulations are as 
follows :— 

REVISED REGULATIONS OF TRADE ON THE YANG-TSE-KIANG. 

Article {1. British vessels are authorised to trade on the Yang- 
tse-kiang at three ports only, viz.,4Chin-kiang, Kiu-kiang, and Hankow. 
Shipment or discharge of cargo at any other port on the river is prohibited, 
and violation of the prohibition renders ship and cargo liable to confiscation. 

Native produce when oxpored from any of these three ports, or 
Foreign imports not covered by Exemption Certificate, or Native produce 
that has not paid Coast Trade Duty, shall, when imported into any of 
these three ports, pay duty as at the Treaty Ports. 

Art. IL British merchant vessels trading on the river are to be 
divided into two classes, namely :— 

Ist Class. Sea-going vessels, that is, merchantmen trading for the voyage 
up the river above Chin-ki rehas, and sailing vessels generally. 

nd Class. Steamers running regularly between Shanghai and the river 
ports. 


These two classes of vessels will be dealt with according to Treaty, or 
the rules affecting the river ports to which they may be trading 

‘All vessels, to whichever of the two classes they may belong, if about 
to proceed up the river, must first report to the customs the arms or 
other munitions of war they may have on board, and the numbers and 
quantities of these will be entered by the customs on the vessel's river 
pass. Permission to trade on the river will be withdrawn from auy vessel 
detected carrying arms or munitions of war in excess of those reported to 
the customs, and any vessel detected trading<in arms or munitions of war, 
will be liable to confiscation. 

Any vessel falling in with a revenue cruiser of the Chinese Govern- 
ment will, if examination of them be required, produce her papers for 
inspection. 

Art. IIL. Sea-going vessels, Britich merchantmen, lorchas and 
sailing vessels generally, if trading at Chin-Kiang, will pay their duties 
and tonnage dues at Chin- Kiang. 

If a vessel of this class is proceeding further than Chin-kiang, that is, 
either to Kiu-kiang or Hankow, her master must deposit ber papers with 
the Consul at Chin-kiang, and must hand in her manifest to be examined 
by the Chin-kiang customs; the superintendent of which, on receipt of 
an official application from the Consul, will issue a certificate, to be called 
the Chin-kiang pase, to the vessel. .The Chia-kiang pass will have 
entered upon it the number and quantities of arms, muskets, guns, swords, 
powder, &c., onboard the vessel ; also the number of her crew, her tonnage, 
and the flag she sails under. 

The Costoms will be at, liberty to seal ber batches, and to pat a 
Customs employé on board her. her arrival at Kiu-kiang, whether 
going up or coming down, her mater must prevent her pass tothe customs

Art. V. River steamer's cargoes :— 

Ist. Where native produce is shipped at a river 
provided with a river pass, the shipper must pay 
trade duty, before he ships it. If it be for export to a foreign port, this 
should be stated when the luce arrives at Shanghai, and if it be ex- 
ported from Shanghai within the three months allowed, the shipper will 
obtain from the Shanghai customs a certificate of its re-exportation ; on 

roduction of which at the river port of shipment, whether Chin-kiang, 

ju-kiang, or Han-kow, the customs of that port will issue a drawback for 
the amount of coast trade duty paid. 

Qad. Where import cargo is transhipped on board a river steamer at 
Shanghai it must first be cleared of all duties, ‘The transhipment will 
not be authorised until the customs are satisfied that the import duties have 


been paid.

Art. VII. British vessels of all classes, as well as yunks owned 
or chartered by British merchants, must apply to the customs at 
the port of departure for a cargo certificate (tsungtau), which, on the 
vessel or junk’s arrival at the port of destination, must be handed in to the 
Customs before permission to discharge can be given. 

above regulations are provisional, and open to revision, if ne- 


cessary. 
‘fThe following proposal for a general hospital is from the 
North China Herald :—“There are, it is true, already existing 
in Shanghai the ‘Shanghai Hospital and Dispensary ’ and the 
‘Marine Hospital’ (the former being of very long standing), 
presided over, and under the personal care and superintendence 
of skilful and attentive medical practitioners ; and the commu- 
nity ought to feel grateful to them for what they have done and 
still continue to do for the relief of their fellow-men. But 
neither of these hospitals is large enough for the existing 
requirements of the settlement, and they are wanting in that 
which is believed to be the great desideratum in cases of sick- 
ness, namely, good and efficient nurses. It is, therefore, pro- 
posed to establish a general hospital on the largest scale, under 
the management and superintendence of Sisters of Charity, and 
to be erected on an elevated spot between the west gate of the 
city and the Ningpo Joss-house, where a piece of ground 
containing 100 mow has already been secured for the purpose. 
It will be of easy access both by land and water, and will be 
provided with private rooms, general wards, bath-rooms, wash- 
houses, pleasure grounds, and poultry yard.”

It is stated that Shang-yu, a city in the Ningpo district, has 
been recaptured from the rebels by a combined expedition of 
700 disciplined Chinese of Ward’s Corps under Major Wood ; 
100 French drilled Chinese under General Le Brithon ; and a 
Corps of Artillery, with three howitzers and two 32 pounders, 
under M. Giquel, the Customs’ agent at Ningpo. After driving 
in the enemy by artillery practice from a dozen stockades 
outside the city, the attacking force were preparing to charge 
them outside of the gates, where they made a stand. Without 

+ ‘waiting to act with the others, however, M. Giquel himself gave 
the word to charge, which he at once obeyed with about thirty 





men. Giquel was shot through the arm, his men repulsed, and 
the city re-entered by the Taipings, Fires during tho aight 
showed that the place was being evacuated, and when morwing 
came it was found that the Taipings had withdrawn. The loat 
was very large ; 7,000 non-combatants were found in the plac, 
and allowed to go unmolested. 

A proclamation is stated to have been issued to the authe- 
rities calling on the people to give a friendly recaption to 2,000 
Russian soldiers who were shortly expected. 

SwaTOW. 

The disputed question 1s to a new site for the foreign settle 
ment has at last been definitively settled, the Kai-lut situation 
being fixed upon. The lots were being sold by auction; and 
as Mr. Bruce has decided that none but British subjects cam 
become landowners within the limits of the acquired site, there 
cannot be more than three firms to compete for the land. 


HANKOW. 

Tn our Jast number we mentioned that an extensive fire had 
broken out among the Chinese houses ; it now appears that a 
second conflagration had occurred, when threo foreign hongs 
were destroyed, and altogether about 400 native buildings I 
is impossible to state what amount of property was sacrificed, 
but it must have been considerable. Fortunately the rebels, 
who hai threatened to come down on the city, have disayp -ared, 
and all is again tranquil, so that the dealers are resuming their 
business operations, and the foreign merchants are sanguine of 
doing a larger business this month than they have done fac 
some time past. 

An agent of the Foreign Customs Collectorate has been 
established at this port as well as at Kiu-kiang and Chin- 
kiang. Provisions are made for the effective operation of a 
revenue service, whose officers may board every foreign vessel 
and remain on board to the end of her trip, anywhere bet weem 
Hankow and the Lang-shan crossing, A large and lucrative 
trade in smuggled goods will thus, it is said, be destroyed.

On the 9th Deo. the steamer Palembang arrived at Batavia, 
from Muntok, bringing part of the passengers and crew of the 
Duteh ship Calypso, Capt. Poolman, which was wrecked on the 
27th November, on a reef near Pulo Liat, in Gasper Strait. 
Part of the cargo had been landed on Billiton, where the captain 
aud three of the crew remained. The chief mate, four seamen, 

_sand passengers for Holland remained at Lepar, having reached 
too late to be brought by the Palembang. Amongst the pas- 

. bengers wore the fifteen Japanese who are proceeding to Holland 
to rvceive instruction in arts, sciences, and manufactures. 
Nine of them are officers and six mechanics. 

A commission of engincers had been appointed by the Go- 

yernot-General to report on the best means of improving the 
. depth of the large river at-Batavia, great complaints being at 
- present made of the obstacles offered to the landing and ship- 
‘ping of goods owing to its shallowness. 

Tn Banjermassing means are still being used to restore order 
throughout the country, aud a large expedition, consisting of 
three steamers with boats in tow, and 300 soldiers, was about 

, to ascend the Montallet river, and operate in the interior. 
Numbers of persons who had been engaged in the rebellion 
- were from time to time coming in and making theirsubmission ; 
«but Antazari (whoso death from small-pox was erroneously re- 
ported), Demang Lehman, and other leaders still hold out. 

An English resideut at Butavia writes as follows to the editor 
of the Straits Times :— 

“Dean Sir,—I don't know whether it may serve much good for 
‘Englishmen to complaia of the customs of this place. Iam inclined to 
thiol that any remonstrance made by us will be termed unreasonable, and 
that we are expected, if we wish to continue our residence here, to accept the 
Jawa as they exist without murmur and without comment. I must, how. 
ever, risk being considered ungrateful to the patriarchal Government 
of the Dutch, and speak out my disapproval of at least one of the 
institutions here. 1 make use of your columns, as my object is to ad- 
dress Englishmen as well as Dutchmen ; besides, it is just possible that my 
yemar » might be unpalatable to the journals of this place, an be refused 
insertion. About twelve years ago, a gentlemen here died, and his 
affairs were administered by his son inlaw. As is customary by law, all 
persons having claims upou the deceased were to vend them in, and have 
them settled within three months. that the estate might be wound up under 
the supervision of the Chamber, In due course the estate was 
wound up, and the son. about eleven years ago, came into peaceful

According to it no man can for a 
moment calculate what bis fivancial position may be, as twenty such 
obligations as this may be hanging over his bead, aud ne in total ignorance 
of them — Swely, when all claims were called up by advertisement in the 
offivias Gazette, come notification of this conditional liability should have 
been made. One circumstance that, to my thinking, renders the case I 
have related still more aggravating is, that the obligation or security was 
acid by the president of the Weiskamer, or Orphan Chamber, who had 
‘every opportunity to notify the existence of the obligation before the estate 
passed out of the hands of the Chamber. As I stated at starting, my 
‘object is not to effect any reform in the law here; 1 wish to show to my 
felluw-countrymen—who not uufrequently make comparisons between the 
Government of Java and that of our own Eas'em possessions, which are 
entirely in favour of the former—tuat laws and customs are imposed and 
toler. te here, which in any British colony couid not exist for a moment. 
Let Englishmen reflect well before they seek to hold forth Java asa 
mode of good government.

“An ENGLISHMAN.” 

The Butavia Hundelebad of the 6th Dec. contains the follow- 
ing relative to ML Troplong, recently appointed Consul for 
France at Singapore i— 

= We learn {rom Padang that Df. H.du Chesne, Acting Consal for 
France at that place, has been inted Chanc:llor of the French Em- 
Bony at Peking, but that M. ‘Iroplong, formerly cousul at Padang, will 
not return tbere, having been definitively named as Consul atpSingapore. 
A gentleman att: to the Consulate at Naples will fill the office at 
Padaug. 
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“ The ‘of the Troplong family is, we are informed, 
re ced at Peau, especially by the ‘paral Oblcent ou the siesom there” 

‘0 always met a warm reception from M. Troplong, who himself for- 
merly belonged to the navy. But now that M. Troplong hss gone, it 
would have been preferable had the French Government appointed some 
merchant, resident at Padang, as Consul, as is the case with all the other 
powers that have consuls inthe Netherlands colonies. 
| The French Consuls certainly find themselves in an isolated position 
in our colonies. ‘They belong to a regular service, having thus an official 
rank, and must therefore be desirous, in their intercourse with the authori- 
ties, to be considered and treated on this footing. But according to the 
treaties existing with France and other powers, foreign consuls in these 
colonies can only be viewed as permitted, for the promotion of the interests 
of the trade of their nations, and notin an official quality. It is thus un- 
important whether they enjoy in their own country the rank of general, 
higher or lower; here they have, however designated, according to the 
letter of treaties, no higher rank or quality than the Dutch merchants who 
are appointed Consuls for foreign powers. 

“ M. Troplong, it is true, was able by his taot to avoid all disagreeable 
collision, and his departure is therefore regretted, with whatever pleasure 
his promotion has been learned. But when a Consul comes here ( Padang) 
who is accustomed to the manner in which Consuls, invested with an 
official rank, are treated in other countries, thea it is feared that there 
may occur difficulties on the points of etiquette, &c., in which the Nether. 
land Indian officials, bound by the treaty, naturally cannot give way. 

“It is considered very desirable that the French Government should 
withdraw the Consulate established at Padang for the whole of Sumatra— 
place the consulates in Sumatra under the Consul-General at Batavia, 
and that to these, merchants should be appointed as Vice-Consuls, as at 
Samarang and Sourabaya. It is thought that this arrangement would have 
a more favourable effect upon the expansion of trade with France, because 
merchant vice-consul is more likely through his direct efforts to open 
up new commercial relations with foreign countries, than a consul limited 
to official representations.” 

















MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE, 


Our correspondent writes on the 20th December :—“ I have 

very little news to communicite, The introduction of the 
Stamp Act was postpoucd by his Honour the Governor from 
the 10th inst. to the 1st prosimo, on a representation made by 
the Chamber of Commerce that sufficient time was not allowed 
to enable us to provide oursclyes with stamps.

It 
is a pity that his Highness did not do so before, as we learn 
now that ample time was afforded him to avert the awful lesson 
inflicted on Tringauu, he is therefore much to blame for the 
delay. We have every reason to believe that Colonel Cavanagh 
took every precaution to prevent hostilities beforo he ordered 
the bombardinent of the place, As I said bofore, however, 
the truth caunot be known until the Blue Book is published.

And the important resolution to which you have 
lately come of accepting a tender for the construction of a 
railway which presents every apparant guaranteo for tho 
specdy accomplishment of that great work, will, I trust, develope 
them still further.” 

“ Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, 

“T thank you in the namo of our Gracious Queen for the 
liberal sums which you have voted for Her Majesty's Service in 
the Colony during the same year. As usual, I have proposed 
to you the appropriation of nearly the whole available balance of 
Revenue, after deducting the sum agreed to be reserved as a fund 
towards railway liabilities, for the construction and maintenance 
of useful public works. My best attention shall be turned to 
the judicious and effective outlay of the sums so appropriated, 
and my utmost exertions have been, and will be, made to keep 
‘up that supply of labour on which public and private interests 
are so dependent.

‘The British brig Layard had arrived from Tamsui, and reports the 
Joss of the Ameren barque Lucky Star, Captain Nelson, on the 90th 
November, from Shanghai November 20. bound to Manilla 3 thick weather 
had prevailed from the date of leaving Shanghai, and no sights had. been 
taken 5 hands were saved, but. as. asual, as soon as they reached the 
shore, they were all ripped naked: The chief officer and four men 
arrived in Tamsui before ard left, and the brig was detained twenty- 
four hours in order to bring the whole of the crew away should they 
arrive The Layard was in the bad weather experienced on the 5th and 
6th of November, and lost her jibboom and foretopgallant mast. Has 
mae the run here from Tamsui in forty-eight hours, pilot to pilot. The 
following vesselsare some of those laying in Tamsui : Bonito, Pathfinder, 
Reska, Emilie, Gemini. and gun boat Snap. The Snake (despatch vessel) 
had arrived and sailed from Tamsui the day before the Layard arrived. 
Yjate Liong sailed in comapny. 

‘The American barque Lillie arrived here this morning in a sad plight, 
Raving bern in collision with the American ship Aurora last Tuesday 
morning. The Lillie has been very unfortunate ; she is from New York, 
ecad to Shanghai, but falling in with the gale of 5th and 6th November, 

to put into Hong Kong, in consequence of her cargo of cuals havin; 

shified. She left as soon as refitted and hed just been out a fortnight 
when the collision took place, rendering it for her to come back 
again. The Lillie was on the starboard tack, close hauled, heading N. § 
'W. at about 8 a.m. on Tuesday morning in lat. 22.00, long 121.50.” ‘Tha 
Aurora was observed when about five miles off, coming away before the 
wind. The latter vessel does not appear to have altempted to alter her 
course,and when she came so close to the Lillie that collision was inevita- 
ble, the latter vewsel’s helm was put hard up, which caused the blow to be 
lessened. The damage to the Lillio is, loss of bowsprit, jibboom, foretop- 
sail and topgallant yard, head rails, and everything loosened forward, 
Aurora is not yet in the harbour, but we ear that she bas not sustained 
apy damage—ceriaioly bas not lost any spars.

THE BISHOP OF LABUAN AND THE BORNEO PIRATES. 

We have given in another part of our paper a letter written 
by the Bishop of Durham, animadverting on the conduct of the 
Bishop of Labuan for taking a part in the fight with the 
pirates in the month of May last. We hope shortly to give 
the ietter which the Archbishop of Canterbury has written on 
the subject. Meanwhile it may interest those of our readers 
who are not fully acquainted with all the circumstances of the 
case to read the following uarrative, written in defence of Dr. 
Macdougal, tis condensed froma pamphlet signed “ C. J. B.,” 
which vo received some time since from the office of the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel, After describing the com- 
bat, an account of which appeared in our columns when the 
pews was first received in England, the writer goes on to 
Bay — 

% The Bishop bas openly avowed the Bat that be took in this matter. 
‘He remained on deck and shared in the ight until the sinking of the first 
of the three pirate vessels gave a moral assurance of victory to his 
friends, He then betoox himself to the care of the wounded. If 
the propriety of his conduct isto be questioned, it is to be remembered 
that when be embarked on board the Rainbow, it was without the re- 
motest expectation of what afterwards happened—that he was in the line 
of duty, and his mission wholly a peaceful one - that once on board the 
ship he bad no option but to return with her—that he could not have left 
ber—and that, even had he been able to do 80, he would not have been 
jastified im leaving his friends when going into action, without that assist. 
ance which he, a8 an experienced surgeon, was alone of the party com. 
Petent to give— that the conflict in the second engagement was between 
eight Euro) ith fifteen natives, and three prahus, each carrying 
three long brass swivel cannon, called lelahs, amd, each containing be- 
tween forty and fifty fighting men, well armed with rifles and 
wouskets, and sixty or seventy captives—that the release and rescue 
of ‘these captives from their oppressors was a sacred duty in- 
cambent upon the crew of the ship in which the Bishop was a 
Passenger,—that he had no choice but either to go below, and so diminish 
the chance of overcoming the common enemy, or join his fellow voyagers 
‘against them. When he chove the latter altern: must be left to the 
impartial judgwent of all mon whether he was justified in shedding blood 
by the mest cogent plea which can juslify it, that of self-defence. His 
letter to The Times is dated Ma: 27th, while the engagement took place 
em the 23rd, and was written at the request of the Rajah Muda, and in his 
stead, in haste to save the mail. It describes a naval engagement in naval 
terms, and was intended to induce the Government of this country to 


































make some effort to put down piracy on the coast of Borneo, and in that 
object may be considered to have been succesful, Had more time been 
allowed bim, he would, no doubt have been more guarded in his language ; 
but, after the calmest consideration, he is satisfied that the course he took 
was the only one which was open to him.” 

On the 11th of September, in reply to a letter of a friend 
on the subject, he writes :— 

“Thad a0 choice. It became my stern, unmistakeable duty as a man, 
and a Christian, to do what I did. I believe that the Archbishop of 
Canterbury would have felt and done the same had he been in my place. 
| grieve indeed heartily at the necessity imposed upon me then, but lam 
sure that the good Lord, whose providence brought me into such a position, 
will not lay to toy charge any blood that I may have shed, Sure lam, 
too, that those saved by me far outnumbered those I hurt—by curing the 
wounded, and by preventing others from Gring at helpless men in the water, as 
well as by directing my attention, when I did use my rife, solely to keepiny 
down the fire of their brass guna, which was what we had to fear - for ha 
they shaken us by their fire, and succeeded in their plan of boarding, not 
soul of us would have lived to tell the tale.” 

And, again, in a letter of the 12th of September, addressed 
to the Bishop of London, and with an extract from which the 
compiler of this paper bas been favoured, after regretting 
‘that he had incautiously given offence to tender and scrupulous 
minds by the part that he had to take in the pirate’s action, 
he writes :— 

“Tcertainly should not have been the chronicler of the affair, but 
that my poor friend Brooke, who had lost his wife a few days > 
was not ina state of body or mind to write it for himself, and T could 
hardly refuse to write it for him, which I did hastily to save the mail. It 
is a mistake for people to say that I was voluntarily there. Iwas not. I 
had no choice but to go in the steamer, which was on her way 
back to Sarawak, when I was thus by it jato this position 
There was no help for it but to fight for my life, and to set as 
good an example as I could to others . . . forthe slightest failure 
or wavering cn our parts would have cost us all our lives wit doubt. 
Indeed, 20 confident were the pirates of taking us, that they were actual 
quarrelling among themselves about the division of the spoil they expected 
to get from us. . . . My own conscience does not condemn me, 
though T have deeply grieved, and am sincerely sorry, that I was obliged 
to do as I did.” 


There can be but little fear that the oxample set by the 
Bishop should be too often followed, for the circumstances were 
s0 exceptional that it would seem almost impossible that they 
should be repeated. But should any other clergyman, whether 
a Bishop or Presbyter, find himself thus situated—compelled to 
fight for the lives of himself and his companions, as well as for 
the rescue of captives thus oppressed and ready to perish ; 
should he thus play a mauly part, and, when the fight is over, 
with unshaken hand and nerve devote himself for hours, with 
practised skill, to heal the wounded, friend and foe alike—he 
might well look for the admiration of his countrymen as well 
as for the approval of his own conscience. Should he further, 
while under the excitement of such an action, which men who 
live peaceful lives at home can hardly estimate, and writing at 
the request of those on whom the duty would in the first plage 
fall, describe in terms somewhat more terse and racy then 
would be suggested to persons whose experience had begn 
wholly clerical, the varied and stirring incidents of the fight, 
he might expect that even for this he should not be hardly 
judged by the rules of conventionalism, and might say, as has 
said the Bishop of Labuan—“ People in England cannot judge 
for us in these cases, and we must be content to act according 
to our duty and our conscience, and leave the issue in God’s 
hands,”

THE TREATY WITH THE KING OF BURMAH. 
The Pheniz, an Indian paper, of Decenuber 11, says:—“ So many 
. contradictory stntements have recently appeared in the local journals of 
the result of Colonel Phayre’s mission to Ava, that we have been sadly at 
‘a loss for grounds for a conclusion on the somewhat important question — 
‘Has or has not the King of Ava signed a treaty of commerce? Our 


contemporary, afew days back, published a telegram from Akyat, to the 
pur that Colonel Phayre ote at that port, on his way up to Calcutta, 
re appeared 


with the coveted treaty in his pocket. A day or two later tl 
a Burmah letter in another journal, stating that the King had, instead of 
signing, told Colonel Phayre to go back and look at the moon, and re- 
member Ava when that luminary was full! Yesterday, however, a Ran- 
goon journal that reached us positively announced that a treaty had been 
a and we suppose we must believe that it has been 90. . . . . 
A treaty of this character is likely to bring about a war with the native 
state in than three years. Traders will penetrate into the country, 
and some, they will not be allowed to have things their own way, 
will get up a case against the native court, and then, as happened in Lord 
Dalhousie’s time, a hot-headed officer at the head of a flotilla, or some 
other description of force, will be deputed to demand explanations, and 
without waiting for explanations of any character, will take fresh umbrage, 
mayhap because too small a state umbrella had been sent for his use, 
and—will fire ‘the first shot in anger,’ and then there will be another 
Burmese war, and more annexation. And to an Empire already too 
large to be compact, will be added another province not worth a tithe of 
the money its conquest will have cost—money which should have been 
‘expended, for the benefit of trade, and the good of the people generally in 
opening up India Proper, by means of roads, tramroads, canals and railways 
here is to be no British resident at the Court of Ava, only a Consul. 
No official valu‘ng his Sn peace of mind and comfort should accept the 
tment, even though the salary attached prove something very grand. 
We will not'be at his very long before most newspapers at this side 
of India—not to mention those of Rangoon —will ring with complaints of 
his ‘ imbecility,’ his * obstructiveness,’ and his ‘ subservience ’ to the native 
Court. It will be his duty to see the provisions of the treaty respected by 
his own countrymen, and true Briton-like he will do his duty, and— 
abused aud held up to public obloquy, as Mr. Alcock at Japan 
been, and as every Consul too conscientious not to do his duty bas 
ever been.” 

In the Friend of India of Dec. 22nd we read :— 

“Colonel Phayre’s success in obtaining a commercial treaty from the 
King of Burmsh is a most important fact. There is only one serious 
drawback to the treaty, that the King declines to surrender his frontier 
duties. This, however, will doubtless be conceded in time, and as true 
free-traders we at once abolish ours. The treaty was signed at Mandalay 
on the 10th November by our Envoy andby the Maghway Woongyee, the 
Prime Minister of the King. Colonel Phayre was decorated with the 
highest Burmese honour, the Order of the Golden Chain, and the Catholic 
Bishop Bgandet, who was present, with, strange to say, a golden cross. 
A consular agent will be established in Mandalay the moment the ratified 
treaties are exchanged.” 

On this subject the Standard writes :— 

“ The commercial treaty with Burmah is the first important act of Lord 
Elgin in India. Hitherto the King of Burmah hes taken the foreign 
trade of that country entirely to himself. For the future the trade will 
be thrown open, under certain conditions, to all comers. Hitherto 
foreigners have been excluded trom all those parts of the empire not in 
British ion. For the future foreigners will be permitted to come 
and go as they do elsewhere. The change will be productive of benefits, 
in more ways than one, both to Britain and Burmah. The * Golden 
Foot’ will find itselt planted more firmly on the soil than it has ever been 
before, and reaping from free commerco profits far more considerable 

it had ever derived from the monopoly. The British power will gain 
anew field for trade and a new security in politics. Our relations with 
the Burmese have never been of a salihnctory character. We have fought 
with them and taken whole provinces from them ; and however justifiable 
may have been our ware, however necessary our annexations, it is difficult 
ele & peo te ih ees you ce in this manner that you have the 
; possible it are acting for their good. It is greatly to the 
credit, therefore, of the Burmese monarch, that he has consented 10 sink 
old jealousies, aad inaugurate a liberal policy towards his former foes ; and 
it is equally boneurable to Colenel Phayre, who has had the conduct 
of the negociations, that he hes brought them to so successful an issue. 
Tt must be confessed that the conditions of the treaty are not altogether 
beara se pac Indeed, in belie ve aston the Sel ‘among our country- 
en is by no means in favour ni to's diplomacy, and all 
kinds of difsculties and disasters are freely foretold.” Not saly is the 
treaty condemned as giving undue advastages to Burmah, but its utier 
impracticability is confidently maintained, and one writer goes 20 far as to 
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declare that its natural effect will be to produce another war with Bur ash 
in three With regard to the balance of advantage being om’ the 
side of Burmah, we may safely conclude that but for this concession there 
would have been no treaty at all ; and the question remains whether it was 
not wise to effect an arrangement of the kind upon almost any terms, 
trusting to future endeavours to render them more satisfactory. aext 
objection has more force. In order to out the conditions of the 
treaty we are told it will be necessary for the King of Burmah to establish 
an cfiective cordon of preventives, not so much to prevent smuggling into 
his dominions, which he would Sadoubfedly prevent and punish as far as 
he could, but to prevent smuggling out of his dominions, which he would 
have no particular object in preventing, and could not prevent if he bad, 
and which we should have no power to went ourselves. Com 
sidering that as goods which are ex; into Pega or British 
Burmah will pay a duty as heretofore of ten per cent, and 
as the same goods on entering British Burmah’ will be subject 
to a duty of only one per cent., it is obvious that there will be 
an advantage of nine per cent. in smuggling the goods in question back 
from Burmah Proper for sale to our own subjects, ‘The temptation given 
to fraud is thus very great, and it is certainly unfortunate that the 
Government has not the same object as the British in repressing its e' 
os 8s = 2 ee ee 





‘That there are difficulties to be surmounted in cementing our new re- 
lations with Burmah is beyond a doubt. The smuggling difScalty is very 
likely to be a very serious one. Then, if we agree with the King, it is by 
no means so clear that the King will agree with certain parties in the State, 
Like the Tycoon in Japan, h more advanced in his policy than 
most of the principal persons is kingdom, war party, led 
by the Prince of Ava, is directly opposed to all intercourse with 
foreigners, and therefore to all the objects of the treaty ; and from this 
quarter it is more than likely that danger wiff arise. Fortunately, how- 
ever, the King of Burmah has no ‘spiritaai’ monarch over him like the 
i n, and he has entered into the treaty of his own free will, 
idness of the policy which he has adopted. _ If he meets 
with any serious opposition he will probably call upon his British allies 
for assistance, of which he may also be glad to avail himself against several 
warlike neighbours, who are just now giving him a great deal of trouble. 
Co-operation ot this kind cannot fail to give usa firmer footing in the 
country, and enable us to make better terms for our commerce. ‘There is 
no reason for any aggressive measures; but this is certain—that our 
position in India renders it imperative that we should be upon friendly 
terms with all native States, unless we wish to take the rexponsibility of 
warrelling with them, and being forced into embarrassing annexations, 
gainst these evils a commercial alliance is the surest guarantee. There isa 
class of politicians in this country whose main principle seems to be that 
of letting everything alone. ‘This is very casy in theory but very dificult 
in practice, especially as regards our intercourse with Eastern nations, 
Our empire in India is looked upon with a jeal by more thaa one 
power on the Continent; and while Russia is making slow but sure ad- 
vances towards us in the North, France is prosecuting an unremitting course 
of intrigue with the same object in the East. It is probable that our 
future difficulties will be with our European rivals rather than our Asiatic 
subject. It behoves us, therefore, to cultivate the most cordial relatings 
with the native States, and this work, we belicve, has been not inadequately 
begun in Burmab.” 

















Continental Lntellugence. 


FRANCE. 

The Emperor of the French opened the Session in person om 
Monday, the 12th inst. His Majesty commenced a long and 
temperate speech by remarking that, “to have anticipated the 
time for dissolution, fixed by the Constitution, would have becn 
an act of ingratitude.” In allusion to China and Cochiu-Chinz 
he said that in five years he, with their assistanco, had proved 
“that there was no country, however distant, where an attempt 
against the honour of France could remain unpunished.” Two 
new provinces had been secured, a vast territory had been 
thrown open in the Far East, “and, what was better than oon- 
quests, they had acquired claims to the sympathy of the people 
without losing the coufidence of the Governments.” He had 
held interviews with many sovercigns, had “tried to obliterate 
the remembrance of civil discords,” had “ increased the :mport- 
ance of the great bodies of the State,” and had given up a 
valuable prerogative. It would be necessary to vote a grant for 
the people distressed by the cotton famine, for the Maritime 
Powers had not acceded to his proposal for mediation ; aud he 
would remind them to tell their fellow citizens to uvoid con 
flicts. “They must send to the Chamber men who, like the 
present deputies, accept the present system without reserve, and 
prefer serious deliberations to sterile discussions.” The 
was little applauded in the Chambcr, and was coldly received 
in Paris. 

The French Government, it is said, has resolved to appoint a 
commission to inquire into the laws affecting the succession to 
landed property. At present, by an entail stricter than in 
Scotland, every child inherits, and the consequent sub-division 
is killing agriculture. The pauper ovzrier cannot keep cattle or 
purchase guano, and sometimes finds ploughing impossible from 
the small size of his fields. The councils of the Departments 
have formally condemned the system, which, however, it will be 
exceedingly difficult to reform. 
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‘Retwithstanding the disease which has affected the silk-worm 
im France for the last ton years, the value of the silk goods ex- 
ported last year exceeded the exports of the year 1861 by 18 
percent. ‘Tho Government, being aware of the importance of 
‘the silk trade, and of the necessity of counteracting the disease 
ammoog silkworms, have made a grant to a special envoy to pro- 
eeed to China and Cochin-China to procure fresh seed. The 
milk-growers have addressed a vote of thanks to M. Drouyn de 
Lizsys fer the interest he has taken in their welfare. 

Mgr. Darboy, Bishop of Nancy, is sppointed to the archie- 
PRscopal see of Paris, vacant by the decease of Curdinal Morlot. 

The effective force of the army for the present year is reported 
4m be 2s follows :—Interior, 338,562 ; Algeria, 55,285 ; Italy, 
16,950; China, 915 ; Cocbin-China, 1,179 ; Mexico, 27,945 ; 
Yotal, 440,836. By deducting 20,000 men of the classes of 
3856, 1857, and 1858, inscribed in the reserve by an order 
imaued on Decomber 19, 1862, the total effective force is reduced 
i 420,836 men, 

Captain Tricault, of the Imperial navy, aide-de-camp of the 
Minister of Marine, is about to leave Paris to convey the rati- 
ication of the treaty of peace to Cochin-China. 

La France makes the following announcement :—“ We are 
informed that France is about to take possession of Obok, a 
point on the Red Sea, in proximity to the Straits of Babel 
Mandci, The steam frigate Hermione has, it is said, beon 
charged to carry this into effect. Obok is admirably situate for 
mec: station, and the necessary works will shortly be com- 
zmenced there.” 

‘The distressed state of the labouring classes in France seems 
at length to have engaged public attention, and the Moniteur 
announces that, independently of the subscriptions opened for 
the workmen of the Seine Infericure, the Emperor has contri- 
bated 100,000£. to be distributed among the different manu- 
facturing towns. 

‘The new Prussian Ambassador to the Court of the Tuilories, 
Count Goltz, had a private audience of the Emperor on the 
Aith, to deliver his credentials, In reply to the friendly 
expressions of Count Golts, on the part of his Government, the 
Eoperor said that ever since his interview with the King of 
Prussia he had always desired that their relations should be- 
eome more friendly. 

‘The death of Said Pasha has occasioned @ great fall at Paris 
im the securities of the Suez Canal Company, in consequence of 
the belief generally entertained that his successor is less inclined 
to favour French than English interests. 

‘The Naval Department advertises for tenders to convey an 
iron floating-dock from Glasgow to Saigon in Cochin-China, 
The basin, which will be shipped in separate scctions, will 
weigh about 2,500 tons, including the pumps, chains, anchors, 
steam-cngines, and other parts. The vessels to be tendered 
taust be A 1 at Lloyd’s, Further information may be obtained 
of the French Consul at Glasgow, but the tenders must be 
scut in to the Imperial Ministry for the Navy and Colonies at 
Paris on or before the 5th of February next. 

Admiral Bonard, the Commander-in-Chief at Saigon, has 
addressed the following circular to Go-Cong :— 

“Instead of pacifically executing the treaty, the people of Go-Cong 
appear desirous of exhausting my patience. Whilst [ abstain from com- 
maitting any acts of hostility again’ them and their partisans, hoping that 
they will return to reason, they, on the contrary, excite to disobedience to 
the Emperor of Hué and to revolt against the Emperor of the French. 
‘So soon as the pacific overtures attempted by the viceroy Phan-tan-Giang, 
and those of my envoy Ba-thnom, shall have been without isible result, 
recourse will be bad to arms, and the coercive blockade will commence 
with energy against the whole of Go- Cong which has not submitted. All 
commu ion will be interdicted. All the boats which shall fall into our 
poner will be destroyed, All the men taken in arms and in open rebellion 
will be summarily punished, and the rice crops seized. In a word, the 
vessels charged with the coercive blockade will do ali the injury possible 
to the implacable enemy, without entering on any expeditions into the 
interior. So soon as I shall be informed that the aggressive conduct of 
‘that people is not at an end, in spite of all the concessions made out of 
oramiveration for the peaceable part of the people, the diferent com- 
smander of the partial blockade will be ordered to resort to coercion on all 
the space blockaded without going beyond the province of Mytho, If 
tbose means do not suffice to restore order before the end of the year the 
prefeeture of Go-Cong will bea desert. Make known my will to the 
imrargents, «Bonanp.” 











RUSSIA, 
(FROM AN OCOASIONAL CORRESPONDENT.) 
&r, Perenspura, Jan. 18. 
A letter from Orenburg says that during the last winter and 
smmnmer the quantity of cotton that arrived there from Bock- 
dara in Central Asia amounted to 416,000 poods of 40 Ibs 





each, loaded upen 26,000 camels. The importation this year 
will be probably much more considerable, as no less than 50,000 
camels loaded with 100,000 bales, with about 800,006 poods 
of cotton, had arrived at Kavala, the frontier station, A part 
of this quantity had already been transferred to wagons, the 
arrival of which may be expected early in the spring. No 
sales had, at the date of the letter, been effected, so that it was 
impossible to quote prices ; nor was it known what quantity of 
cotton might be expected to arrive from China by the land 
frontier. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Amsrerpam, Jan.’ 22nd. 

Hitherto the appointment of the new Colonial Minister has 
not been made, and Mr. Betz, the Finance Minister, continues 
to hold the office provisionally. Of course there is no end of 
rumours and conjectures on the subject, amongst which the 
most probable combination is, that Mr. Betz will become defi- 
nitively the Minister for the Colonies, and be succeeded in the 
Finance Department by Mynheer Bachiene, hitherto Member of 
the Council of State. But this uncertainty is productive of 
great inconvenience in carrying on the public service, and was 
rather severely commented on in the Report of the Commis- 
sioners for examining the Bill before the Second Chamber for. 
granting a provisional credit for the Colonial Department, which 
was proposed to be taken for six months, but in consequence of 
the above-mentioned feeling, was reduced by the Chamber to 
three. Many important measures are shelved for the present ; 
for instance, the disposal of the Colonial Surplus Revenue, and 
the Bill for sanctioning the concession granted for the construc- 
tion of railroads in Java, cannot be procecded with in the 
absence of » responsible Mimister for the Colonies. In tha 
meantime the First Chamber, which had adjourned after its 
successful effort to negative the Colonial Budget, has been con- 
vened to meet again this week to deliberate on the other Bills 
sent up from the Lewer Chamber. 

The last number of the Staatsblad, No. 198, contains a Royal 
Decree ordering the publication of the Treaty of Amity, Com- 
merce, and Navigation concluded between this country and the 
kingdom of fSiam. 

Mr. Gevers Deynoot, Member of the Second Chamber of the 
States General, was a passenger in the ill-fated Colombo wreokew 
on the island of Miniooy, in consequence of which he has lost 
all his valuable papers, as well 2s a large number of presents 
intended for his numerous friends in this country. 

Intelligence has been received hero that sixteen of the young 
Japanese expected here, as already announced in a former letter, 
have left Decima on board the Dutch ship Calypso, Captain G, 
Poolman, and will touch at Java, Among them are some 
officers of the Japanese artillery, infantry, and navy, who will 
prosecute their studies at the University of Leyden, but there 
are also several young men of intelligence but inferior rank of 
life, who will learn practically in Holland the trade of tailora, 
shoemakers, bookbinders, carpenters, &c. It was mentioned in 
the letters from Decima that trade was improving, probably m 
consequence of its being known for a certainty that the other 
new ports were not to be opened for the present to foreign 
commerce, 

Among the papers lately presented to the States-General by 
the Government, is a despatch from the Acting Governor-General 
of Netherlands India, dated October 12th, 1861, with several 
annexes coucerning the farming of the opium trade in Java. 
In the accompanying missive of the Colonial;Miuister, he states 
that the prohibition against importing and possessing opium 
is declared applicable to a part of Bantam, to the so-called 
mountain districts in Tegal, to the districts of Dayslockoer, 
Madjenang, and Pegadingan, in the Regency of Tjilatjap (Re« 
sidency of Banjoemaas), and to the whole of the Assistant 
Residency of Banjoewangie, as the most simple and practical 
way of putting an end to the demorslising effects on the moral 
and physical constitution of the natives by the use and con- 
sumption of this poisonous drug. But notwithstanding all the 
efforts of the Dutch authorities in Java, it is no secret that a 
considerable quantity of opium is grown there, and still more 
smuggled in, and it is to prevent this in future that the above 
prohibition is now enforced in the most stringent manner. 

‘The late Duke Bernhard of Saze-Weimar, who had spent hia 
whole life in the military service of this couutry, appears to 
have been very popular everywhere, for the movement com- 
menced at the Hngue for the purpose of erecting a monument 
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to his memory has not cnly extended to this city, as well as 
Rotterdam, Utrecht, and other large places, but in many little 
towns with only a few thousand inhabitants. Committees have 
been formed with great success, and considerable donations are 
pouring in from all quarters, To facilitate the movement, the 
King has granted exemption of postage on all correspondence 
between the several district committees and the Central Board 
at the Hague. 

In confirming the intelligence communicated in my last 
letter that orders have been given to shut up thu recruiting 
office, under Colonel Strakker, at Altona, for enlisting Norwe- 
gians, Danes, and Swedes for military service in the East Indies, 
I have to add that the reason given for that measure is that, 
enlisting in the United States Army appears to be more popular 
at present, and hard knocks and active campaigning in America 
have greater charms for enterprising young mon than the com- 
paratively more quiet life in Netherlands India. Another 
‘consideration is the expense, for it is calculated that each 
recruit sent out to India costs, with his equipment, passage, and 
bounty, at least 1,500 florins. 

Amongst the latest acquisitions at the Zoological Gardens of 
the Society Natura ars Magistra in this city are two tigers and 
two wild cats, Janded from the Cortgene from Padang, aud a 
variegated tiger brought over in the Addebaran, Captain Mey- 
boom, from Java. There was a second one shipped, but it 
-died on the passage when entering our cold Northern latitudes. 

The Netherlands Trading Company (for the Colonial Depart- 
ment) advertises for tenders for the delivery of },500 iron bod- 
steads and various other objects for the use of the troops in 
Netherlands India, Theconditions may be seen at tho company’s 
offices in this city, and agencies at the outposts. The contracts 
mill be awarded on the 30th inst. 

Colonel von Siebold, the celebrated author of many valuable 
works on the Natural History of Japan, and who has again 
been travelling for the last two years in that interesting and 
imperfectly-known country, arrived last week at the Hague, and 
has now proceeded to join his family, who are residing at the 
University of Bonn, on the Rhine. 

Amongst the late arrivals in this city is the Rev. Mr. Spur- 
geon, He has not yet preached here, aud I am not able to say 
if he intends to do so. 

A. telegram has been received at the Colonial Office dated 
Baitenzorg, December 13, announcing that the public sales 
advertised had been held, the coffee realising 42fl. 56 cents, 
and the sugar fetching 15fl. 37 cents on the average. 

A letter from Helvoetsluys states that the steam-frigate Ard- 
_Joena, which was employed last summer to bring over from 
England the Japanese Ainbassadors, is undergoing thorou h 
repairs at that port, preparatory to being commissioned in the 
month of May for foreign service. It is not yet known to 
what destination she will be sent, nor who will be appointed to 
the command. 

The threo screw-steamers, Dommel, Delfzyl, and Stavoren, are 
to be commissioned on the lst of Apvil at the same port; the 
two former for the East Indies, aud the third probably for 
Surinam. 

ELN.M. steam-frigate Zeeluxd is under orders to leave Vlissin- 
gen at the end of this month. She will first proceed to the 
Moditerranean to carry out the portrait of the King as a pre- 
sent to the Bey of Tunis, after which she will probably be 
ordered to Netherlands India. 

At the royal dockyard of Nieuwe Deep great activity is also 
perceptible. The serew-steamer Metalem Kruis is to be com- 
missioned in the month of May, and the screw-corvetee Princess 
Amelia in June; whilst the fourth-class ecrew-steamers Bom- 
melerwaard avd Maas and Waal, expected at that port from 
Amsterdam, are to be sent round to Helvoetsluys to be com 
missioned thero. 

Despatches have been reccived from the Djumbi, Capt.-Licut. 
van Rees, from this country to Netherlands India (vid Australia) 
dated the 22nd ult., at sea. All well on board, She had 
picked up the English ship Orlando, from St. Michaels to Bull, 
dismastei at sea, and carried her into the nearest port.

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THE FRENCH IN COCHIN-CHINA. 

Tue progress of the French in Cochin China has all along 
been regarded with indifference by the leading journal of 
Europe. ‘‘ We are not much interested,” says The Times, “in 
“€ the occupation of three provinces and an island in Cochin- 
“China. If France establishes a flourishing colony in Eastern 
“ Asia, we shall be as much benefited by her energy as we 
should be harmed by a forcible extension of her limits iu 
“ Europe.” We differ altogether from this opinion, ‘The aim 
of the French is, and ever has heen, occupation, and not colo- 
nisation. The former they understand, of the latter they are 
entirely ignorant. It is not probable that Cochin-China will 
ever be of great value to France in a commercial point of view, 
but in forming military settlements in that important country 
she secures for herself a commanding position in the Far Enst, 
and would be able, in case of war, to strike a deadly blow at 
our commerce in the China seas. For such a purpose as this 
the geographical position of Cochin-China affords every possible 
advantage, and within its magnificent harbours a large navy 
would find space and safety. France lias always been fully 
alive to the importance of the position, but, in epite of many 
former efforts, has only now succeeded, on a most frivolous 

etext, in gaining, by force of arms, what she could not secure 
by treaty. Many years ago Mr. Crawrurp said he had 
reason to believe that Cochin-China would fall an easier 
prey to the attack of a European Power than any other con- 
siderable kingdom of Asia, and that a force of five thousand 
Enropean troops and a squadron of a few sloops-of-war would 
be quite sufficient for the conquest, nnd even for the permanent 
maintenance of the whole empire. Mr. Crawrurp added, with 
what we fear future events will prove to be a singular pre 
science :— 

“ Were Cochin-China and the countries dependent upon it 
“placed under the skilful rule of a European Government, 
“according to the scheme which the French appear to have 
‘had in view, I am led to think, judging from the docile cha- 
‘* yacter of the people, the fertility and resources of many parts 
“of the kingdom, the numerous fine harbours belonging to 
* other parts, and the centrical and favourable position of the 
“whole, that in time a power might be established in that 
“ country more troublesome and dangerous to our Indian com- 
“ merce and empire than it is easy to imagine could arise in 
* any other situation, or under any other circumstances.” 

The immediate aim of the French is to obtain command of 
the entire valley of the Cambodia. That river is one of the 
largest and finest in Asia, and is said to be navigable for a 
distance of several hundred miles. Running up into the centre 
of South-West China, it commands Cochin-China, Siam, and 
Burmah. Already the whole trade of the Cambodia is placed 
under the control of France by the occupation of Mitho, aud if the 
French understood how to improve their commercial advantages, 
they would no doubt gain immensely as purveyors to the 
markets of India and China, ‘Through this channel the com- 
merce of Western China lies open to French enterprise. We 
have often pointed out this before, and urged the importance of 
gaining direct intercourse with Yun-nan and Se-chuen by way 
of Pega, before the trade with those rich and thickly-populated 
provinces was monopolised by France. We do not, however, 
mauch anticipate such a brilliant and peaceable result from the 
occupation of Cochin-China, We expect rather to hear, as we 
already have heard, of naval and military etations, of subjugation 
andvnnexation. The extract given in another portion of our 
column: from the “ Yellow-book,” states that the expedition to 
Cochin-Ciiina was for the purpose of vindieating the rights of 


























humanity and religion, but it is perfectly clear from the same 
document that the present aims of France in that region have 
but little connection either with religion or humanity. © In this 
official statement we read that Admiral Bonarp is actively 
engaged in the organisation of the country, that the lighthouse 
of Cape St. Jaques “looks like a brilliant sign of a definite 
possession” of Cochin-China on the part of France; and in 
another place we are told of the facilities which exist for domi- 
nating over a people * whose institutions have more than one 
analogy with those of France.” It matters little to the French. 
Emperor or people, at what loss of life the war is carried on, or 
how much it will cost to become the sole rulers of the country. 
To become a power in the Far East, to possess a voice equal to 
our own in Eastern politics, to find a field of action for the army, 
to satisfy in some degree that martial glory so dear to the heart of 
the Gaul, these and other obvious motives account for the interest. 
manifested in France, at the succeases of the French arms in 
Cochin-China, 


THE TREATY WITH BURMAH. 

Tue importance of opening up trade with Western China 
has been again and again brought before to our readers in the 
columns of this journal. We have dwelt upon the subject so 
frequently because we have felt that to gain access to those vast 
inland provinces of the Chinese Empire, which are at present 
debarred from our commerce, would prove a magnificent success, 
and that when accomplished, as eventually it must be, our per- 
severance, or as some may term it, our pertinacity, will be 
amply rewarded. At length a great obstruction has been 
removed, a difficulty which the opposers of the scheme were 
ever prone to magnify, has been completely overcome, We long 
ago stated that the King of Burman was anxious to form a 
commercial alliance with this country, and that if a suitable 
Envoy were sent to his capital on a political mission, the King 
would himeelf be gratified, and we should reap considerable 
advantage. It was, therefore, with no small interest that we 
received the news last November of the Chief Commissioner of 
British Burmah having himself left for Mandalay. 

Colonel Payne has been long wellknown in the East for his 
great administrative ability. Whatever posts he has filled have 
been occupied with advantage tothe country. After our first war 
with Burmah, Colonel PHayge was made Governor of the then 
uncultivated province of Arracan, which Burmah ceded to us; 
and tohim is due the credit of having transformed that neglected 
province into a grain-growing and exporting territory. Colonel 
Puaynx’s successful government of Arracan led the Earl of 
Datuovstz to select him for the still more ditficult and important 
post of Governor of Pegu, which, it will be remembered, became 
a portion of British India in 1852. A ten years’ able administration 
of that province has proved the wisdom of the choice. The “ Annual 
Reports” show, in statements that cannot be questioned, how 
steady and yet considerable a progress has been made during 
Colonel Puayxe’s administration. We need not wonder there- 
fore at the choice made by Lord Eoin when he decided on 
consolidating the five provinces ceded or annexed from Burmah, 
nor are we surprised to learn that, with such a Governor as 
Colonel PitaxRe, British Burmah is “ the most progressive of 
“our recent acquisitions,” and that it may be said to be self- 
supporting. We need not dwell more particularly on the se- 
parate achievements of Colonel Puayne, either as Governor or 
Envoy, but we may add that the manner in which he conducted 
the mission of 1855 proved that he possessed ability as a diplo- 
matist which was scurcely excelled by bis high administrative 
power. Such is the man who was wisely chosen by Lord ExGin 
to form a commercial treaty with the King of Burau, and 
the articles of the Treaty show that it has been successfully ac- 
complished. These articles have not yet been officially pub- 
lished, but as far as is known at present they are as follows :— 

“1. Desiring to promote the interests of peace and friendship, between 
the British and Burmese Governments, the high contracting parties agree 
that there shall be free and, unrestricted trade between their respective 
territories. 

“2, The British Government agrees to remove its Custom-house from 
the frontier, and to allow all goods and merchandise to be imported and 
exported free of the payment ofall transit duty. 

“3, For the present, the Burmese Government, owing to the limited 
amount of its territorial revenue, shall levy an export duty on products of 
the country, according to a tariff to be agreed upon and hereafter pub- 
lished ; and a transit duty of one per cent. only to be levied by His 
Majesty on all merchandise passing through his county. 

“4. The Burmese Government agrees to receive and recognise a British 
Commercial Agent at the capital.” 

Such are the main points embraced in the Treaty, which in- 
cludes also the free navigation of the Irrawaddy. Before long 
we shall receive additional particulars, and shall dwell more fully 
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on the assistance we shall derive from it in gaining accees to 
‘Western China by the only practicable route. 

‘We have alluded to the former services of Colonel PHaYRE, we 
have described his latest achievement, and now we may well ask 
what reward the Government of this country will bestow on a 
servant who has served her so faithfully and so well? Colonel 
Puarre has twice represented his Sovereign at the Court of the 
King of Burman; as the goveruor of an important dependency, 
he has won golden opinions from his couutrymen at home and 
abroad, but, as yet, he has not even received one of the dis- 
tinctions which are sometimes lavishly bestowed on men 
who have yet to win their spurs, and even on the subor- 
dinates of our Foreign Office, There are few Englishmen 
at home—we venture to say there is not one in the East—who 
would not be pleased to hear that some distinction worthy of 
Colonel Pxayne had been bestowed upon him by the Govern- 
ment. -Men who, in distant londs, uphold the honour of 
England ; who, by their ability, extend her privileges, and by 
their integrity and firmness cause her to be honoured as well as 
feared, deserve something better than cold thanks for their 
labours. True it is that Colonel Puayge, in thus serving his 
country, has only done his duty, but in doing this his ability has 
been conspicuous, and it is an evil sign for a Government when 
such services are passed over unheeded. We cannot conclude 
without congratulating Captain and Mr. Sprye on having 
80 far succeeded in their efforts by the accomplishment of this 
Treaty. They have all along maintained that the King of 
BorMau was ready to grant every commercial facility that could 
be required of him, to promote a trade with Western China 
through his territory. So far back as 1844 Captain Spars, in 
a letter to the Prime Minister, Sir Robert PzEL, predicted the 
result which was attained at the close of last year; and since 
then he has not ceased to urge upon the Government the 
advantages of a Treaty with Burmah as a preliminary to trade 
with Western China, and has, at the same time, brought the 
subject before all our Chambers of Commerce. In these efforts 
Captain Sprye has been ably assisted by his son, and to the 
energy and indomitable perseverance of these gentlemen—an 
energy exerted in the face of strong opposition, and with little 
co-operation from the mercantile classes—the movement may 
be in great measure attributed which, after so many years of 
labour and discouragement, has resulted in a ‘Treaty with 
Burmah. 








Literature,

Hadyn’s “Dictionary of Dates,” published by Messra. Moxon 
and Co., has reached its eleventh edition. No one who knows 
the worth of the book will be surprised at this success. This 
dictionary satisfies in the moat admirable manner a universal 
want, and the man who has once tested its value will not 
willingly part with it from his shelves. The variety of oc- 
curences embraced in the volume renders it worthy of the 
character claimed for it by the present editor, Mr. Vincent, who 
‘thas done much towards making it the valuable work it is—as 
being “not a mere Dicticnary of Dates, but a Dated Ency- 
clopadia—a digested Summary of every Department of the 
History of the World, brought down to the very eve of tho 
publication of each edition.” To show with what thoroughness 
the work is done, we may mention that the dates under the 
head “China” comprise every event which is of real interest to 
Englishmen, down to the permission afforded to Captain Sherard 
Osborn, last July, to organise a fleet of gunboats for the Im- 

ial Government. The same publ'shers bave been pro- 
ducing, month by month, “A Complete Re-issue of tho Works 
of Thomas Hood.” The seven volumes which complete the work 
have now appeared ; and we need not say that they are brimful 
of wit and fun, of genius, and poetry. For our own part, we 
greatly prefer Hood’s serious poems to his comic effusions, 
delicious as the latter are ; aud there can be little doubt that, 
in the years to come, he will be more loved and honoured as a 
true English poet than as a great humourist and the prince of 
punsters, Two volumes of Mr. Kinglake’s * Invasion of the 
Crimea” are at length published by Messrs. W. Blackwood and 
Sons. Goodly volumes they are, yet, although comprising more 
than one thousand pages, they only carry the narrative to the 
battle of Alma, The work, we suspeet, will be, when it is 
finished, not only weighty in matter, but ponderous in bulk. 
But the author of “Eothen” is a master in composition, and 
his forcible and picturesque style will enable him to carry his 
reader pleasantly along, no matter how protracted, the journey. 

‘The last volume of State Papers (Colonial series) has been lately 


published by Messrs. Longman and Co. It is entitled “Calen 
dar of State Papers (Colonial Series), East Indies, China, and 
Japan, 1513-1616, preserved in Her Majesty's Public Record- 
office and elsewhere. Edited by W. Noel Sainsbury, Esq., &e.” 
The book contains a narrative of the mauner in which the 
foundations of our trade were laid in China, Japan, and the 
East Indies, and describes the adventures and perils which the 
first voyagers underwent in those unknown regions. The 
volume is so full of interest that we shall endeavour in the next 
number of our journal to give a full yet concise epitome of its 
contents.

Tak present volume concludes the narrative, with which, a3 
far at least os the main outlines are concerned, our readers are 
already familiar. It opens with a description of Sydney, and 
is especially noteworthy as containing the impressions made 
upon a well-educated German by English colouial enterprise. 
Dr. Scherzer seems indeed to think that tho real greatness of 
England is more visible in her dependencies than in the mother 
country, and the hearty praise which he deals out so ungrudg- 
ingly whenever a fitting opportunity occurs cannot but be 
gratifying to Englishmen. It is curious at the present time, 
when the question of transportation as a punishment for our 
criminals is exciting such general attention, to have the subject 
brought before us from a German stand-point. The writer 
Aiscusses the topic at considerable length, points out the evils, 
with which it has been associated in the British colonies, “with 
the exception, perhaps, of the pattern convict settlement at 
Singapore,” and comes to the conclusion that, with important, 
modifications, the system of transportation which formerly 
existed in the British colonies would be of great value to Aus- 
tria. He adds,j however, that until the maritime power of 
‘Austria is more developed, the foundation of penal colonies 
over-sea is almost impracticable. ‘The writer adds :—“ In the 
Indian Ocean, as well as the Pacific, there are numbers of 
island groups, which, by their hypsometric conditions, geogra- 
phical position, and fertility of soil, are admirably suited for 
settlement by white labour, The prejudice against the climatic 
adaptability of the majority of these falls to the ground when 
we recollect what entirely altered conditions in that respect 
have been brought about by the industry and energy of the 
colonists of Singapore and Penang, on islands which, from being 
in the worst possible repute for their deadly climate and 
dreaded forest malaria, are now favourite invalid resorta of the 
wealthy white residents of the islands of Eastern Asia.” 

We have read with great interest Dr. Scherzer’s description 
of New Zealand, and his account of Tahiti, but this volume 
takes us into regions so eutirely apart from our ficld tbat we 
are reluctantly compelled to treat itina very summary manner. 
Yet there is one passage on the prospects of Tahiti under 9 
French protectorate, which so chimes in with tho views we 
havo continually expressed, that wo gladly transfer it to our 
columns. We need scarcely say how much its value as an 
independent testimony is enhanced siuce it comes from the pen 
of an Austrian :— 

«The French, in a word, have no success in their attempts anywhere 
at colonisation; ‘they are not practical colonists. ‘Ihe absence ‘of this 
faculty, if one may call it 80, is doubly apparent in the Southern hemie- 
phere, where they are surrounded on ail hands by English colonies. True 
itis, the English also have usually acquired by the strong hand their pos- 
sessions in Oceania, ia Australia, in Asia, &c., and from the stand-point 
of humanity it is impossible always to defend the means by which they 
have themselves masters of the fairest and most fertile countries on 
the globe. But what have been the results directly springing from these 
high-handed acts, these political Sails caccomplis? Eoglend has thrown

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 

10 THE MATTER OF AN ARBITRATION BETWEEN LARCHEW AND ELLIS. 

To thie case Ellis, the master of a ship, had a dispute with Larchen, the 
owner, and the accounts between them were referred to two arbitrators, 
‘ome chosen by each of them, and who (it is a remarkable fact), agreed 
together, without resorting to an umpire. They awarded £36 to Ellis, 
the master, and it was now sought by the owner to upset the award on the 
ground that the arbitrators had not considered all the matters in dispute 
between the parties, and had not waited for a witness upon one of the 
matters. This matter was a claim by the owner for damages, by reason of 
the master not having put the ship into the hands of a Mr. Pustau, at 
Shanghai, by which neglect, as the owner alleged, he had been damnified ; 
and his complaint against the arbitrators was that he having desired them 
to wait the arrival of Pustau as a witness on that matter. answer in 
effect was, that the facts were admitted, so that there was no necessity for 
Pustau's evidence (especially as a lelter from him had been read), and that 
the arbitrators had considered the matter, and had determined it in their 
award, and had, moreover, after reading Pustau's letter, decided that it 
would be of no use to examine him. Mr. T Jones showed cause against 
the rule to rescind the award. Mr. Herschel appeared on behalf of the 
master in support of it, but the Court held that as the arbitrators had con- 
sidered the necessity for examining the proposed witness, and had seen his 
Jeter, and formed their judgment upon it, that his evidence would uot 
advance the case, the award could not be disturbed. Such a matter was 
for the arbitrators to determine ; and, if they determined it honestly, even 
though erroneously, the Court could not interfere.—The rule was dis-

The defence was that the ship was to be pur- 
‘thased of Messrs, Mare and Co. conditionally on her performing a certain 
rate of speed. She, however, failed, and was not purcha-ed, and further 
that Captain Beal had no authority to hire the plaintiff, and that he never 
was in their employ.

THE CONDITION OF THE FRENCH EMPIRE, { 

A Yellow Book,” containing the statements of the different 
Ministerial Departments, has been laid before the Chambers, 
From the reports concerning War and Marine, we extract the 
following with reference to the position occupied by the French’ 
in the Far East :— 

“The defence of European interests threatened in the extreme East, 
the conquest of a vast territory in Cochin-China, the events in North 
‘America, the expedition to Mexico; lastly, the protection of our country- 
men, of our influence in all parts of the globe where they are engaged, 
have necessitated considerable armaments during the vear just elapsed. At 
Shanghai, to save our establishments and preserve to European commerce 
one of the most important eqsporiums in those regions, wo have been in 
conjunction with the English, obliged to repel the attacks of the rebels who 
were devastating the adjacent districts. The Commander-in-Chief bas res 
ceived instructions to engage in no struggles unless attacked or too hard 
Pressed, and, in fine, to limit hie efforts to securing Shanghai against the 
savage incursions of the Taipings. Moreover, we have reason to bo 
that the checks they have suffered at the hands of our soldiers, and 
presence of the European detachments, will suffice to prevent further 
agerestions. The occupation of Taku sod ‘Tien-tsin, in concert with 

ngland as a guarantee for the execution of treaties, employs only a small 
detachmen: strictly necessary fur holding the position we have chosen, In 
Japan the permanent presence of a vessel of war, to ensure respect for the

for humanity and religion those rights so long misconstrued, that we went 
to vindicate in concert with Spain. At the present day organisation ia 
going on in place of war, To facilitate the re-establishment of peace and.

that berder of our territory ; hitherto we have only had reason for satisfac~ 














tion at their conduct towards us; but we must not dissemble the circum 
stance that our and our pacification are of too recent date to allow 
inaticn as defiuitively accepted by the former pos> 
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sessors of those rich countries. It is, then, essential to keep in Cochin- 
China forces sufficiently large to convince the Annamites who have 
submitted to the Government of Hué of their i nce as our- 
selves. At alater period only these gentle and industrious populations, 
already struck by our superiority, will completely understand the benefits 
they will derive from continuous relations with Europe, and the advantages 
they will rea from our establishment among them. Since the treaty of 
Saigon Admiral Bonard has been actively engaged in the organisation of 
the country. ‘Ihe of that which cxisted ender the Government of 
Hué will be preserved ; and these bases, already established in many parts 
of the territory, offer as many solid fulcrums for the raising of our domi 
tion over a people whore institutions have more than one analogy with 
those of France. The river Cambodia, which rises in Thibet, and hes its 
mouth under the walls of Mitho, has been explored as far as the great lake 
by Admiral Bonard with the first steamer that ever hoisted a European flag 
in those waters. It was not far from thence that he discovered the remark- 
able Temple of Ancor, atill standing—an irrefutable testimony of an ancient 
and powerful civilisation. Important works have already been executed. 
The lighthouse of Cape St. Jaques, first lighted up on the 15th of August, 
throws its rays on the banks of the river Saigon, and looks like a brilliant 
sign of a definitive possession of the country on the part of France. A 
tel egraph wire unites Saigon with the principal points that we occupy ; the 
material destined to complete the network will be located in a few 
months ; houses are rising on the quays of the city ; routes of communi- 
cation are being everywhere completed; natives come in numbers to apply 
for work ; timber has already been cut in forests which promise the best 
sorts of wood for our navy ; the cultivation of rice, cotton, sugarcane, 
tobacco, coffce, and silk is being re-established. The service of the Indo- 
Chinese packets, recently opened, has just given a new impulse to Saigon, 
where counting-houses are being erected; a floating dock will soon furnish 
us with the means of all indispensable repairs ; finally, notwithstanding the 
short time that has elapsed since peace was signed, the hopes entertained 
by the Government of the Emperor in deciding to maintain a settlement in 
those countries are already beginning to be realised. Piracy—that scourge 
of the extreme East—does still, unfortunately, exist in some parts of Lower 
Cochin-China; it takes refuge in the numerous water-courses, as it has 
done in all times throughout the Malay Archipelago; but, traced as it is 
to its haunts, it will not long bo capable of resisting the energy of our 
sailors, who penetrate with little gunboats into all the aroyos, The 
destruction of these bandits can, therefore, enly be an affair of persever- 
ance. If we cannot at peer give a definitive form to the economic and 
financial organisation of our new ions without the risk of coming 
into collision with many usages which we have still to study, we have, 
nevertheless, determined the principal rules, As regards commerce, they 
will be in conformity with the most liberal principles, and, while leavin; 
provisionally at the ctarge of the Budget of the State the military an 
naval services, a recent has regarded the resources of the country 
itself as sufficient to meet all other expenses.” 
In another portion of the report we find the following state- 
ment with reference to the treaty in Cochin-China :-— 
“ At Saigon a treaty has been concluded between France, Spain, and 

the empire of Annam, which puts an end to the war carried on in Cochin- 
China, and secures to us the definitive possession of the provinces of 
Bien-Hoa, Gia Diula, Diuh-Tuong, and the island of Pulo-Condor, The 
Government of the Emperor is convinced that our army and our com- 
merce will derive great advantages from the acquisition of this new colony, 
which will contribute powerfully to the extension of our relations with 
the extreme East,”

wishers 'g)Pt. It appears that about three weeks ago some of the 
French journals mentioned a contract between Said Pashaand the French 
Emperor for the enrolment of anegro regiment to be employed in Mexico. 
The statement excited no more attention in England than if we had heard 
hata battalion of native Algerians were to be enlisted and added to the 
Zouaves, The bare idea of a forced conscription for the service of a 
foreign Sovereign would never have entered an English mind, nor do we 
believe that either section of the Anglo-Saxon race in America would have 
impressed slaves by wholesale against their will into the ranks of the army. 
Such, however, was the bargain between the French and Egyptian Go- 
vernments, and the terms of it were carried out with an absolute disregard 
of the rights or wishes of the poor creatures themselves. ‘The very next 
day after the receipt of these tidings at Alexandria the Seine, a French 
transport, which had arrived with a body of troops for Cochin China was 
seen lying off the mouth of the harbour and getting up her steam. Mean- 
while 400 or 50 of the Viceroy's negro soldiers “ had been brought down 
from Cairo in the usual manner, little suspecting what was going to befall 
them.” A body of police was in readiness, a number of boatmen were im- 
pressed to assist ir. the operation of getting them on board, and while the 
inhabitants of Alexandria were asleep the stratagem was completed, and 
before morning the Seine was out of sight with her living freight. Of 
course, the motive for kidnay ping them is that African labour is required 
for the hardest and least healthy work of the campaign in Mexico. In that 
deadly climate black skins are in great request, and the Emperor, who 
justly takes credit to himeelf for having suppressed the system of ‘* emigra- 
tion,” that was so liable to be mistaken for the slave trade, did not scruple 
to borrow a few hundred seasoned men from the Viceroy without asking 
questions. By what conceivable right the latter thus presumed to dispoce 
of them remains to be shown. No person, of course, expects thata single 
one of these unfortunate creatures will ever return to Egypt to give an 
account of his experiences in the New World. 

Swinpiinc at ALEXANDRIA.—The police of Marseilles have just suc- 
ceeded in arresting a knot of remarkable swindlers. Several banking 
houses in Alexandria have lately been victimised by a swindler named 
Limker to the extent of at least £20,000. Limker had several accom- 
pices, by whose means he expected to receive value for the draughts 
which he had obtained from the bankers of Alexandria by fraudulent pre- 
tences. Notice having been given to the police of Martvilles, measures 

















were adopted to arrest one of the gang, named Weinberg, brother-in-law 
of Limker.

ascertained that he had negotiated one draught with a banker at Marscilles, 
from whom he had received 29,000franca in bank-notes. Weinberg's 
sister and wife of Limker, who inhabited the same house as her brother, 
was then interrogated by the Commissary of Police, and she confessed 
that she had the bank-notes in her possession, which she handed to the 
police official. Then, fearing that she had compromised herself and 
might be arrested, she quit:ed Marseilles and proceeded to Pai A 
telegram was forthwith despatched, and she was arrested on her I at 
the railway terminus, A sum of 79,000 francs was found in her possession. 
The elder brother of Weinberg, another accomplice, arrived at the same 
time from Paris, and draughts to the amount of 19,000 francs were found. 
in his possession. It was likewise discovered that letters addressed to 
Madame Limker were dropped into the post-office. They were seized, 
and in them securities to the amount of 62,000 francs were found, The 
police of Marseilles have arrested the swindlers, and at the same time 
recovered the large sum of which the Epyptian bankers were defrauded. 

Tue Prosrects or Lrsxria.—The message of the President ef the 
Republic of Liberia (Mr. S. A. Benson), received by the last African 
mail, gives a satisfactory account of the progress and (rionaal of that 
country. The President details the circumstances of his recent visit to 
England, and speaks in grateful terms of the reception accorded to him, 
and of the disposition officially manifested to promote a satisfactory adjust- 
ment of boundary and all other questions ia which England from her posi- 
tion on the African coast is relatively interested with Liberia. Great 
vigilance continues to be exercised by the Liberian Government to frus- 
trate the slave trade from the neighbouring territories, and often with con- 
siderable success. The people are paying increased attention to the 
profitable cultivation of the soil, and the production of cotton, sugar, and 
other articles is likely to incr Within the last twelve months six 
sugar mills been imported. —_ Iron and coal deposits exist, which it is 
hoped may soon be turned to account. A conviction is expres:ed that the 
war in the United States will cause an immense voluntary efflux of the 
coloured population of thatcountry to Liberia, and this view is urged as a 
stimulus to all Libcrians to set an example of industry that shall render 
the Republic increasingly beneficial as a place of refuge. The notice 
obtained by the contribution of Liberia to the International [:xhibition, 
to which Mr, John Marshall was appointed Commissioner, is likewise 
alluded to with gratification, 

Retuan oF AN Aactic Expepition.—We hear, from Archangel, 
that Captain Krusenstern, of the Jermack, has returned thither in safety, 
after having been given up for lost some time, He was one of the expe- 
dition sent by the Russian Government to explore the mouth of the 
Yenisei, in the Polar Sea. The other ships and crew of the expedition 
had returned months ago, finding the obstacles on their way altogether 
insurmountable. The Jermack also was stuck in the ice, only a few miles 
from the mouth of the Yer Captain Krusensiern and his crew 
reached the land by leaping from one block of ice upon another, doing 
battle bravely with all the horrors of the northem regions. Arriving at 
the shore, after infinite toil and wearied to death, they met with a party of 
Samoyedes, who at first fled, seemingly terror-stricken by the sight of these 
curious strangers. The interpreter, however, succeeded in making them 
understand the forlorn situation of the strange visitors ; now they received 
the exhausted travellers horpitably, and at last helped them, by the loan 
of dogs, reindeers and horses, to return to Archangel. 

Punisument 1x Russts.—A letter from Kieff, in the Czas, contains 
the following painful stor Colonel Krasucki, who was condemned to 
death for having assisted in circulating M. Hertzen's revolutionary journal, 
the Kolokol, has had his sentence commuted by order of the Emperor into 
twelve years’ mining work in Siberia, with the loss of all his rank and 
position. ‘This order was carried out by command of Governor-General 
Wasilettow, ina public manner. ‘The garison was mustered on parade, 
and then the general appeared, surrounded by a numerous staff. Krasucki, 
in full uniform, and wearing all his orders, was placed upon the pillory, 
when the executioner cut off all his lace, ornaments, and orders, cut his 
uniform to pieces, broke his sword over his head, aud then twice struck 
the unfortunate man in the face. Aathe executioner was about to remove. 
the likeness of the Madonna, which the colonel wore round his neck by a 
riband, he offered opposition, and the military and crowd looking on mur- 
mured in a very aud:ble manner. The portrait was accordingly left. 
His wife, who had determined to sce him once more on this occasion, lost 
her reason. The wife of Governor-General Wasilczikow has also been 
reduced to the same condition since the death of her husband, which took 
place after the ceremony of the disgrace of the Colonel.” 

Cevton Rartway.—About three years back, when the moderate esti- 
mate of the Ceylon Rail was disputed, and an extravagant sum was 
sisted upon by the employée of the company formed for carrying out the 
undertaking, the Colonial Secretary thought proper to refuse support to 
Captain Moorsom’s plan, although that gentleman had offered to find a 
responsible contractor to undertake it, unless Ca Moorsum would, 
without any previous security, publish all his surveys and calculations—a 
measure which no engineer would submit to, since it would simply place 
iu the hands of his competitors the power to alter and amend their 
estimates by pirating the ideas thus furnished to theta, The consequence 
was a general break down of the whole affair, since the colony preferred to 
pay off the company rather than incur the heavy outlay which the Board 
and its engineers insisted upon as ewential. The last mail from Ceylon 
finishes the history, and seems to show that, after having suffered a long 
delay, the colony has obtained and accepted a tender for the construction 
of the work upon terms which demonstrate that those offered at the outset 
by Captain Moorsom were perfectly correct. At the same time, the fact 
that Captain Moorsom was pushed a-ide for the advantage of others ap- 
pears to serve as another indication, if one were wanting, that any engineer 
who seeks economy for his clients pursues a course which, at the present 

Corton ConsuMPtion.—It is calculated that the average weekly con- 
sumption of cotton in Great Britain last year was 22,900 bales, as com~ 
pared with 45,900 bales in 1861, and 48,100 bales in 1860. The average 
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sreekly consumption of France last year was 5,200 bales, as compared 


with 11,000 bales in 1861 and 12,000 bales in 1860. The average weekli 
consumption of the rest of the Continent was reduced last year to 8; 
bales. as comy with 18,100 bales in 1861 and 18,600 bales in 1860. 
Min average total is thus arrived at of 36,400) bales per week last year, os 
compared with 75,000 bales per week in 1861 and 78,700 bales per week 
in 1860. This shows that the conseyuences of the American war were 
not very seriously felt in 1861, while they told with terrible effect last year. 
It is important to note that the export from Great Britain of cotton yarn 
and cloth in the first eleven months of 1862—for the official returns for 
the whole year are not yet available -exceeded the actual production in 
the same period by 98,850,000 Ib., 80 that the accumulated stocks must 
have been reduced to that extent, holding out & promise of considerable 
future activity.

‘With referenca to the commercial treaty which has just been 
concluded with the King of Burmah, the circular by Messrs. 
Joseph Travers and Sons contains the following. The subject 
excites no small interest among the commercial community in 
this country, as is natural, considering that there is now every 
prospect of a new and very extensive field being opened for 
trade, which this journal has constantly kept before the public 
for the past two years :— 7 

“The advices from India received yesterday contain an announcement 
of especial interest to all merchants and dealers connected with the produce 
of the East, namely, the completion of ‘commercial treaty with the King 
of Burmah, This object has for years been earnestly desired by all who 
are uainted with the resources of that country, an with the peculiari- 
ties of its geographical peiton, which afford the readiest access to Western 
China, The present King of Burmah has long been known to be favour- 
the cause of civilisation, and desirous of cultivating friendly rela- 
ith England through our Indian authorities, but until lately this 
disposition bas not been sufficiently met by the home Government. It 
tnow appears that Colonel Phayre, our chief commissioner at Rangoon 
(the port of that portion of the country which was ceded to us many years 
back, and which is called British Barmah), has succeeded in obtaining a 
treaty which will accomplish all that the most sanguine could have 
expected. The details have not transpired, but they will reach us by the 
next mail, and meanwhile may, perhaps, be communicated officially by the 












Foreign-office. The distance from Rangoon to the Western prorinces of 
China, which contain a population estimated at 80,000,000, is about 500 
miles.” Of this space 250 miles is through Dritish and 259 through Bur. 
mese territory, and the distance between England and China would by 
that route be 1,500 miles less than at it. The country is alleged to 
be favourable either for a bullock road, a tram-road, or a railway ; and the 
inhabitants of the district to be traversed are described by Rangoon mer- 
chants to be, notwithstanding their barbarous creed and rude condition, 
well disposed to facilitate the contemplated transit. ‘The climate, likewise, 
is well spoken of; and it is an important fact, that while the portion of 
China with which it would bring us in contact is understood to be ex- 


tremely rich, ell populated ‘and supplied with roads, rivers, and canals, it 
has hitherto lacked all means of developing an exterior commerce, and can 


efficiently obtain that end only in the way now contemplated. The tea 
trade of ‘Burma is of great magnitude, and will now be much increased 
by the abolition of frontier duties between the native and British districts, 
Barmah ie also celebrated for large deposits of petroleum, and in its 
general fesources is, for its size, probably equal to any of the richest 


astern States.” 
The biddings for 40,00,000 rupecs in bills on India took 


place on the 21st inst at the Bank of Englaud. The propor- 
tions allotted were—to Calcutta, 18,90,000 rs.; to Bombay, 
19,50,000 rs, ; and to Madras, 1,60,000 rs. The declared mi- 
nimum price was, as before, 13. 113d, per rupee on Calcutta, 
and 2s, on Bombay and Madras. The applications within the 
limits were for about 140 lacs. Tenders on Calcutta at 2s. will 
receive about 85 per cent., on Bombay at 2s. about 14 per 
cent., and above that price in full ; and on Madras at 2s. in full. 

‘A farther dividend of 2s. in the pound is announced as 
payable on the 27th inst. on the estate of Messrs, Reid, Irving, 
and Co., who failed in 1847, in the West India and Mauritius 
trade, with very large liabilities. Further dividends are antie 
cipated as the realisation of the assets proceeds. 

‘The present quotation (58. 44d.) for Mexican dollars is the 
highest known for a period of about forty years. It is merely 
a nominal price, yet it is questionable whether any more dollars 
could be obtained at the. same rate. The continuous advance 
in the value of this coin has been caused by the very. moderate 
extent of the supplies from Mexico, combined with a certain 
though limited demand for China. The remittances of silver 
from Mexico of late have consisted almost exclusively of bars. 

‘The French monthly mail steamer to the East, which sailed 
from Marseilles on the 19th inst. took out £340,000 in specie. 

‘The half-yearly meeting of the proprietors of the Union 
Bank of London has been held, and it appears that the Bank 
has quite recovered the great Pullinger frauds. The net profits 
for the six months, after making the customary deductions, 
amount to £67,239, which is increased to £70,222 by the 
addition of £2,982, the amount brought forward from June 
last. The report, mentioning the declaration of a half-yearly 
dividend of 15s. per share, clear of Income-taz, and showing a 
balance of £25,222 for appropriation at the end of July next, 
was unanimously agreed to. The chairman, Mr. P. N. Laurie, 
stated that the deposits and current accounts are £1,000,000 
in excess of tho amount held at this time last year, and 
£1,500,000 above that held six months ago. 

The fourteenth ordinary general moeting of the proprietors 
of the City Bank was held at the London Tavern, Mr. Peter 
Bell in the chair. The report and statement of accounts, which 
were adopted, showed a profit for tho last half-year of £36,788, 
which with £2,172 brought forward from the previous half- 
year, made £38,961, out of which a dividend of 6 per cent. per 
Annum anda bonus of £1 per share (equal to 10 per cent.) 
was declared, £2,660 being carried to the now profit and loss 
account. In responding to a vote of thanks to Sir RW. 
Carden (the late chairman of the bank), that gentleman com- 
plained of the manner in which the directors had removed him 
from the chair, a step which left him no other course than to 
resign. He pointed out that the bank owed its existence to 
him, and that he had brought more accounts to it than all the 
other directors had done. He expressed his earnest desire to 
see the bank prosper, from which he had not withdrawn his 
account, nor hud he, he asserted, sold a single share. 

Tho half-yearly meeting of the proprietors of the Bank of 
London was also held, Sir J. V. Shelley, M.P., presiding. The 
balance of profit on the operations of the past six months wes 
stated at £42,798, and the amount available for disposal at 
£27,069. The dividend declared was at the increased rate of 
10 per cent. per annum, free of Income-tax, and £10,000 has 
transferred to the reserve fund, raising it to £82,000. Tle 
chairman mentioned that all the items in the accounts showed 
an improvement. The increase in the deposits aud balances, 
compared with the same date in the previous year, is no less 
than £1,250,000, chiefly in the current accounts, and although 
the rate of discount had been low, the profit is larger than that

The parties who have entercd into the 
arrangement are several influeutial capitalists aud contractors 
of accredited position, under whose auspices the new concern 
Sill, it is believed, work well and show highly profitable results, 
There are now on the stocks the Government war frigate 
Northumberland, of 6,600 tons ; and 10,000 tons of shippingin 
course of construction, including a large steamer for the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company, and a cupola ship fur the Italian 
Government ; while a contract has just been concluded for a 
war frigate with the Spanish Government of 4,000 tons, It 
is asserted that the capability and power of the iron rolling 
niills and hammers in the forging department will not, when 
thoroughly completed, be surpassed by any others existing in 
the country. The active superintendence of the works having 
‘been placed in sound practical hands, the progress in this re- 
spect it seems is considered encouraging, 

Messrs. Maitland, Ewing, and Co., who suspended in the 
East India and China Trade in April, 1858, and discharged all 
their liabilities in full in March, 1859, have just paid interest 
at 5 per cent. to their various creditors. 

With reference to the Western Neilgherry Coffee, Tea, and

““ Two companies have already been formed in London for the object 
of cultivating cinchona, in combination with coffee and tea, in the Western 
Neilgherries and ‘Wyoaad; and I observe that Mr. Lascelles, the agent of 
‘ne of these companies, has already bespoken 10,000 out of the 20,000 
Plants which are to be sold | far. Cinchona, when grown together

with coffee, is likely to be a Profitable mvestment, especially if the leaves 
can 


be turned to account, notwithstanding the iter length of time that 
must elapse before any profit can be expected from te former. I am, 
srefere, inclined to take a more hopeful view of the prospect of capital 
being invested in this speculation than your Government has been able to 
do; and I desire that every legitimae encouragement may be extended 
individuals or companies who may undertake cinchona cultivation.” 
The mania for new joint-stock banks (says The Times) has 
been but very partially checked, and the various promoters are 
still daily sending out circulars to the various merchants and 
others whom they hope to entice to become directors.
